• brief association with CAMBISTaS a and 4, Thorough analysis of tho avail- 
able CAMBISTA 1 newspapers and pamphlets has not been possible due to langu- 
age difficulties, 

C, It is expected that a clearer understanding of CAMBISTA l's organi- 
sational structure will bo reached in the near future when translated publi- 
cations and a detailed brief of CAMBIST^ l's affiliated Parties will be made 
available to us by CAMBISTA 2, 

D. On the strength of our present knowledge of tho situation, augmen- 
ted by the productive results of our association with CAMBISTA 2 , and in 
anticipation of forthcoming amplifications and clarifications , an essentially 
optimistic opinion on CAMBISTA l's future operational potential can bo formu- 
lated at present.

H't seem to hold American operational efficiency in contempt, which has on 
occasions been the ease with other individuals, and has hastened the end 
some beautiful operational friendships.
